Carly passed away from a 
rare form of cancer just a 
month after being taken ill 


AN 11-year-old girl’s death from a rare type of 
cancer less than a month after first complain- 
ing of stomach pains, has touched the town’s 
community. 

The family of Carly Woods want to raise aware- 
ness of the children’s cancer called hepatocellular 
neoplasm which took the life of their daughter. 

Carly’s parents took the youngster to the A&E at 
Ormskirk Hospital after she spoke of stomach

pains on Monday, October 4. The youngster, who 
attended Lathom High School had to stay the 
night and have some tests, and was then moved to 
Alder Hey hospital. 

After more tests, the doctors found Carly had a 
rare type of cancer in her liver, which had also 
spread to her lungs. 

Carly, from Skelmersdale, had more tests and a 
biopsy on Monday, October 11. 

Two days later, Carly was diagnosed with Hep- 
atocellular neoplasm (HC-NOS). 

Carly had to have an operation to put chemo- 
therapy lines in but unfortunately, this rare type of 
cancer was too aggressive to be treated and doc- 
tors took the sad decision not to continue any type 
of treatment. 

Carly died on the evening of November 1 with 
her father John and mother Kelly by her side. She 
also leaves a sister, 13, a brother of 13, and two 


younger brothers. 

A fundraising campaign has been set up by Gary 
Langdon, a family member of Carly's with the aim 
of raising awareness of this rare type of cancer and 
to raise donations to help the family. 

John said: “It hasn't really sunk in yet. We want 
to put the message out there about how aggressive 
this form of cancer is. 

"The doctors have taken samples from Carly, 
which hopefully will help save thousands of young 
people's lives, and stop other families having to go 
through the heartache we have suffered. 

"That legacy is massive for such a small child. 

"Everyone remembers Carly for her wild hair 
and her lively personality. She was very well liked. 
She was always with the kids on the estate and 
they saw her as a ‘mini mum’. We want to thank 
the community for supporting us."

Residents invited to have 
a say as consultation set 
to launch later this week

WEST Lancashire Borough Council is 
preparing a new Local Plan looking ahead to 
2040 and they want to hear the views of 
residents. 

The Local Plan is a legal document that sets out 
where new housing, business and other uses can 
go and contains policies that the council uses 
when considering planning applications. 

It covers a wide range of topics including jobs, 
transport, leisure, recreation, energy and nature. 

The current Local Plan dates from 2013 and the 
council has said it needs updating to better reflect 
issues like health and wellbeing, and the council's 
declaration in 2019 of a Climate Emergency. 

The council will be looking for people’s views 
on what are the main planning-related issues in 
West Lancashire, and how best to tackle them 
through the Plan. 

People can choose to give their views on the 
things that most concern them, or they can look 
at the whole range of issues. 

Once the consultation goes live on November 
18, there will be an interactive website portal 
that can be accessed via the council's home page 
and the council can also provide paper copies of 
what will be included in the consultation for 
those unable to access the internet. 

The consultation will last 10 weeks, four weeks 
longer than the obligatory six, to, “give people 


the best opportunity to 
take part and have 
their say.” It will run 
until January 27 next 
year. 

This is the first stage 

in preparing the coun- 
cil's new Local Plan. 
This will be a new plan 
to replace the one pro- 
posed in 2018 and will 
be a fresh start going 
forward. 
There will be two 
more opportunities after this one for people to 
have input, and the council hope that the new 
Plan will be adopted by the end of 2024. 

Councillor Gaynar Owen, cabinet member for 
planning, said: “Taking part in the consultation at 
this early stage will make sure your views help 
shape the overall direction the Plan goes in. 

“For example, should we go for a very ‘green’ 
plan that has climate change at its heart? Do we 
want to go for growth in West Lancashire? Do we 
work towards a combination of the two 
approaches? We want to hear people's views on 
these important decisions.” 

The council are not looking at choosing housing 
or business sites at this point — that will be the 
focus of the next stage in approximately one 
year’s time. 

People can comment on the sites that were sub- 
mitted to the council in last year’s ‘Call for 
Sites’. 

The council has said: “We very much look for- 
ward to hearing from as many people as possible 
from across the borough to get as good a picture 
as we can on the approach people think the 
Council should take as we plan for the future.”

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Police station on track 
to reopen next month 


Revamp of 
facility now 
complete

SKELMERSDALE Police sta- 


tion is on track to reopen its 
doors on December 14. 

Refurbishment for the station 
on Southway, has taken just 
under 18 months and the build- 
ing has now officially been 
handed back to the force from 
the contractors. 

Work is underway internally 
to complete commission and 
equip the building. 

The station will include an 
annexe which will provide a 
new welfare space for vulner- 
able victims. 

There will also be new con- 
templation and prayer rooms, a 
gym and changing facilities 
provided for staff. 

The building will provide a 
base for some of the local poli- 
cing and response teams, an 
investigations hub and custody 
suite. 

Lancashire's Police and Crime 
Commissioner was shown round the works 
to date. 

He said: “It was great to be shown around 
the renovated station in Skelmersdale, as 
the development approaches the final 
stretch, ahead of the policing base in here 
the heart of the community reopening fol- 
lowing this important work that brings the 
station into the 21st century. 

"It's absolutely vital that our estate is fit 
for purpose and able to support the work

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Speeding driver who 
seriously injured girl 
in crash sent to jail 


‘Her decision to drive 
dangerously that night 
will affect a family for 
the rest of their lives'

A SPEEDING driver from Aughton has been sent 
to jail for causing an accident in Maghull last 
year which left a seven-year-old girl with serious 
injuries. 

Deborah McGovern, 51, of Gaw Hill View, was 
driving a Range Rover “dangerously at speed" when 
it collided with a Mercedes car at the junction of 
Northway and Eastway in Maghull on the evening 
of Tuesday, October 27, 2020, 

The girl, who was a passenger in the Mercedes, 
was taken to hospital with life-changing head injur- 
ies where she received extensive treatment. 

Following extensive enquiries including CCTV and 
witness appeals, McGovern was interviewed and 
charged with causing serious injury by dangerous 
driving. 

She was sentenced to 16 months in prison at Liver- 
pool Crown Court on Wednesday, November 10. 
She was also disqualified from driving for two years, 
eight months. 

Roads Policing Inspector Ryan Lowry, who led the 
investigation, said: “McGovern’s decision to drive at 
speed and dangerously that night will affect a young 
girl and her family for the rest of their lives. 

“The manner of her driving could have killed 
someone, and it is only thanks to the response of the 
emergency services, treatment from Alder Hey Hos- 
pital and ongoing treatment that the little girl is

now on a long road to recovery. 

“But her head injury has lifelong effects, and the 
psychological impact of such trauma to her and her 
family is impossible to measure. 

“T also hope that the impact this has had on the vic- 
tim, and on the life of McGovern, will serve as a 
powerful reminder to anyone who would consider 
driving dangerously, so that some good can come of 
such an awful situation. 

“Speed limits exist for very good reason, and fail- 
ure to adhere to them can lead to terrible, life- 
changing moments such as this. 

“Driving at excess speed, impaired by drink, drugs 
or distracted whilst at the wheel has a huge effect 
on the reactions and ability of drivers. 

“The Merseyside area sees an average of 56 seri- 
ous injury collisions to children every year, we are 
committed to reducing such incidents.” 
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Banks mum refused 
life-saving treatment 
for allergy condition 


Medics told Anita there's no evidence to back up her ‘anaphylaxis’ 
condition - despite being rushed to hospital for emergency care

A MUM claims she is unable to get a prescription 
from the NHS for life-saving allergy treatment - 
despite collapsing and needing hospital care 
after a severe reaction to an elderflower drink. 

Anita Roberston, who lives in Banks, was told by 
a consultant allergist in December 2019 that there 
was “no evidence" that she has anaphylaxis, des- 
pite suffering reactions since 2017 after she started 
to develop allergies to certain foods and medi- 
cines. 

In February 2020, she collapsed at a Tesco cafe in 
Chorley and was rushed to Chorley and South 
Ribble Hospital for urgent treatment after having a 
reaction to elderflower. 

Anita claims that despite this happening 21 
months ago, she is still having problems getting a 
prescription for EpiPen. 

EpiPen, which is the brand name of an auto- 
injectable device that delivers the drug epineph- 
rine, is a life-saving medication that acts on the 
whole body to block the progression of the allergic 
response. 

Anita believes her reaction is caused by a sugar 
alcohol called mannitol, which is in foods and 
medicine, and she can no longer eat certain veget- 
ables and fruit. 

Because the consultant allergist determined she 
does not have anaphylaxis, this diagnosis has been 
issued to her GP and means she is still battling to 
get regular prescriptions for EpiPens. 

The allergist's letter was issued after Anita had to 
attend Salford Royal Hospital after suffering a reac- 
tion while shopping in the Trafford Centre. 

In the letter, which has been seen by the Cham-

pion, the doctor states: “I suggest that we do not 
continue to prescribe an adrenaline auto-injector 
for this lady, as there is no evidence that she ever 
had anaphylaxis or is at risk of anaphylaxis.” 

Her husband, Kevin, told the Champion: “A doc- 
tor she has never met or even spoken to sent a 
letter saying she has never had anaphylaxis to the 
local A&E department, who can now refuse to treat 
her for an allergic reaction. The letter was also 
passed to her GB, who refused to prescribe EpiPens 
even though she had been carrying them for three 
years. 

“A few days after the GP refused to prescribe an 
EpiPen, she collapsed in the cafe at Tesco in Chor- 
ley and the in-store pharmacist had to give her 
adrenaline while we waited for the paramedics. 

“Even after that when the paramedics arrived 
they said she had anaphylaxis and gave her a 
second dose of adrenaline and rushed her off to 
Chorley A&E under blue light because they said her 
throat was closing. 

“My wife was admitted to Chorley and later that 
night the reaction came back and the doctors had 
to give her a third dose of adrenaline, so if the phar- 
macist hadn't given the first dose it's possible my 
wife would have died because of this doctor. 

“I could have been coming home and telling our 
kids and that mummy is gone." 

The Champion contacted Royal Salford Hospital 
for comment.

BURSCOUGH Heritage Group, which 
was formed to promote the history of 
the town and the canal that runs 
through it has closed. 

The community group started life as 
the Burscough Village Canal Heritage 
group and has continued for more than 
ten years, with the shortened name. 

The group organised an annual herit- 
age weekend until the Covid pandemic 
and also ran history meetings on 
winter's evenings. 

Members installed information 
boards around the village; introduced a 
“much appreciated” bench on the 
towpath of the Leeds and Liverpool 
canal outside the wharf and did wor 
visiting schools and with other groups 
informing people of the history of the town. 

Former publicity officer of the Burscough Heritage 
group, Colin Wareing, said: "The main group of 
people organising the events, meetings and school 
visits had remained fairly constant, though with 
dwindling numbers, throughout the years and they 
felt it was time for a rest. 

“Despite appealing for new people to step up no 
one came forward, so the group is now being 
wound up and the artefacts and assets will be dis- 
posed of.” 

One of the last public acts of the group was the 
unveiling of two new benches for public use on the 
canal towpath alongside Burscough Wharf.

A SKELMERSDALE-based service that supports 
people with disabilities has been rated as 'good' 
by the Care Quality Commission (CQC). 

West Lancs Domiciliary Service was awarded 
the rating following a recent inspection. 

The Lancashire County Council-run service 
provides support for adults who have a disabil- 
ity to live in their own home as independently as 
they can. 

Care workers provide personalised support for 
all aspects of daily living and social activities. 
There are currently 46 people using the service. 

The latest CQC rating shows the service is safe, 
effective, well-led and responsive with caring 
staff. 

County Councillor Graham Gooch, cabinet 
member for adult services, said: “This service is 
a key part of the local health and social care sys- 
tem in West Lancs. 


“The team does such a good job supporting 
people with a range of disabilities 24 hours a 
day, seven days a week, with every-day tasks and 
a whole host of other activities. 

“Support like this is essential because it 
ensures people can live as independently as pos- 
sible in their own home for as long as possible, 
improving their quality of life. 

“The latest rating shows the service is well run, 
safe and has excellent staff, which is reassuring 
for people who use the service and their famil- 
ies. 

“These inspections are rightly tough and it’s 
difficult to achieve a ‘good’ rating in all areas. 
Congratulations to the team for their hard 
work.”

treat. 

“Thave had PH for 13 years now and responded well to 
my first lot of treatment for over ten years. 

“This medication allowed me to function like a ‘nor- 
mal’ person I would often go and swim, run, cycle and 
even completed a ten mile Tough Mudder course in 
2019 just months before my PH symptoms started to 
progress again. 

“A couple of years ago my body stopped responding as 
well to the medication and I got considerably worse 
over the course of a year before I was started on 24 hr IV 
therapy at the beginning of this year. 

“T now have a Hickman line and have to carry a pump 
that pumps medication into my bloodstream every 


three minutes. Prior to starting on this new medication, 
I struggled to walk up my stairs, dress or stand for any 
period of time because I was in significant heart failure 
and was overloaded with fluid. 

“My new medication has considerably improved my 
quality of life, Ihave been able to return to my role as an 
occupational therapist in the NHS, I exercise at least 
four times a week while also juggling a busy fam- 
ily/home life." 

Katie completed this ride in Horwich with her partner 
and little boy. 

They have raised £890 so far but would be grateful if 
people would like to donate further.

MOBILE CCTV is to be piloted 
in West Lancashire in a move 
to combat fly tipping in the 
borough. 

The move has been welcomed 
by the Our West Lancashire 
(OWL) party who originally 
backed the idea in February. 

The party says the council 
investigated 468 fly tipping 
incidents in 2020, more than 
double the number the previ- 
ous year. 

Councillor Kate Mitchell, OWLs 
Street scene spokesperson said: “The 
cameras to be trialled are relatively 
inexpensive and easy to install. 


should in itself act as a deterrent." 

Cllr Mitchell added: “Fly tipping 
costs the council £10,000’s a year to 
deal with and is a problem in many 
parts of the borough. 

“Last year, OWL Councillors in 
Bickerstaffe and Ormskirk 
addressed repeated fly tips in their 
wards, but it’s a problem in 
Skelmersdale and other parts of the 
borough too. 

“These cameras are being used 

successfully by other councils to 
reduce fly tipping offences and I'm 
delighted that this suggestion from 
Our West Lancashire has been taken 
forward by council officers.”

“Due to a shortage of staff as a result of 
COVID-19, the decision was made to 
close the Skelmersdale Walk-in-Centre 
on two separate occasions. 

“Patient safety is a priority for us and 
such closures will always be a last resort. 

“At no point did anyone need to wait 
for the centre to re-open to access care: 
local people had access to support via 
NHS 111, our out-of-hours GP service 
and via telephone triage and assess- 
ments.” 

A spokesperson for NHS West Lan- 
cashire CCG, said: “We recognise how 
frustrating it must be for patients who 
have been unable to access the walk-in 
centre in Skelmersdale.

RAIL booking firm Trainline should not be 
allowed to sell Merseyrail tickets, as rail users 
are being fined at Liverpool Central because 
they are unable to print their pre-purchased 
ticket at Ormskirk Station, West Lancashire MP 
Rosie Cooper has said. 

One traveller was fined despite being able to show 
proof of purchasing a ticket online, the MP said. 

When they appealed, providing evidence of the 
purchase, Merseyrail upheld the fine saying she was 
required to have produced a physical ticket. 

Ms Cooper said: “People who have bought a ticket 
online will understandably be shocked to receive a 
fine when there was no ticket machine to print it 
and they can give evidence of the purchase on their 
phone. 

“Merseyrail should not allow Trainline to sell tick- 
ets online if they don’t accept them. They insist on 
c being printed at a station but this is not pos- 
sible. 

^What is even more surprising is that Merseyrail 
then stand by their decision on appeal even when 
given evidence of a ticket purchase!" 

She added that Trading Standards need to con- 
sider whether both Merseyrail and Trainline are 
"setting customers up to be fined" by selling their 
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Ormskirk Railway Station 


tickets online, saying this is “blatantly unfair.” 

“There needs to be a common-sense approach to 
fines, not a blanket policy that fails to take into 
account the lack of ticket printing capability.” 

Suzanne Grant, commercial director at Mer- 
seyrail, said: “We currently do not have the 
technology to accept barcode tickets or e-tickets 
sold by third parties. 

“This is made clear on our website and via signage 
at our stations, as well as through third party 
retailer websites. 

“We are actively looking to update and modernise 
our ticketing systems and more information will be 
available as soon as developments are made.” 
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Survivor of Westminster 
terror attack looks to 
combat radicalisation

AN Edge Hill student who survived the 
Westminster Bridge terror attack has launched a 
project to give a voice to the victims and 
survivors of terrorism and combat the rise in 
online radicalisation and increased extremist 
activity. 

PhD History student Travis D Frain was on a trip 
to the Houses of Parliament in 2017 with 12 other 
Edge Hill students when he was hit by a 4X4 vehicle 
on Westminster Bridge. 

He sustained a number of injuries requiring sur- 
gery and was in hospital for eight days. 

He has now started the ‘Resilience in Unity Pro- 
ject' while working from home during the Covid-19 
lockdowns, with the aim of creating a platform for 
the testimonies of survivors of terrorism to act as a 
counter-narrative against extremism. 

Throughout the pandemic, the 23-year old from 
Lancashire recorded video testimonies of more than 
30 people affected by terrorist acts around the 
world, hailing from 15 different countries and 
affected by a range of ideologies. 

Travis designed an online interactive mapping 
tool exhibiting these stories for use as a free 
resource to educate young people in schools on the 
impacts of terrorism and for use by practitioners on 
the frontlines of combatting radicalisation. 

Travis said: “Survivors of terrorism can provide 
one of the strongest counter narratives possible 
against radicalisation, by dispelling the mistruths 
spread by extremists and demonstrating first-hand 
the very real effects of terrorism. 

"Often victims are both willing and eager to assist 
efforts aimed at countering terrorism and prevent- 
ing future attacks, they are simply not afforded the 
opportunity to do so.

“Tm proud that through the Resilience in Unity 
Project, we can amplify those voices and take the 
fight directly to the hate preachers and extremists 
that seek to divide us." 

The project, which has received the support of 
Counter Terrorism Policing UK, the National Emer- 
gencies Trust, and several victims' organisations, 
was officially launched at an event in London atten- 
ded by more than 200 guests. 

The ‘Resilience in Unity Project’ is calling on the 
public to broaden education around the realities of 
terrorism and listen to those directly affected with 
the aim of building resilience within their own com- 
munities against extremism and radicalisation.

Planting enough trees to offset 
my car’s emissions for a year 
comes to a dizzying.... £20! 


FORESTS. They make excellent 
backdrops for Ford Escorts and 
Audi quattros sliding about 
sideways and making lots of noise 
- but it turns out they have a rather 
more useful application if you're 
into old cars. 

For years weve been using the nations 
woodlands for rally stages, where men in 
bobble hats can converge in the freezing cold, 
waiting patiently for a split-second glimpse 
of a Subaru or a Mitsubishi being driven to 
within an inch of its life by a Scandinavian 
with no fear. They're also good for woodland 
walks and providing squirrels with food and 
shelter, of course, but it transpires that they're 
also rather handy for capturing carbon too. 
Which has given the nations classic car experts 
an idea. 

Its easy to think of historic vehicles — as in 
anything over 30 years old with wheels and 


an engine, and which also includes old cars 
exempted from road tax by the government 
- as being just about the worst thing going 
for environmental damage. There’s no way an 
Austin A35 or a Vauxhall Victor can match a 
brand new Nissan Juke for tailpipe emissions, 
and for the vast majority of these really old 
cars, they aren't even being used for essential 
commutes. One accusation I had put to me 
a few years ago is that we are, quite literally, 
polluting for fun. Which is, of course, nonsense. 

This is largely because while there are more 
than 1.5million historic cars, bikes, trucks and 
buses on the DVLAs records, they account for 
less than a quarter of one per cent of the nations 
driving every year, because the vast majority of 
them never go more than 1,500 miles in a year, 
trundling back and forth to shows. It is a drop 
in the ocean pollution-wise - but even a drop is 
too much, which is why classic car owners like 
me are being asked to do their bit. 

This week the Federation of British Historic 
Vehicle Clubs - the umbrella body for most of 
the UK's car clubs - has set up a scheme to offset 
the carbon emissions of older cars. In essence, 
you punch into a website what your car is and 
how many miles you've done in it — and it tells 
you how many trees you'll need to have planted 
to undo the damage, and what it'll cost. 

For my Reliant Scimitar GTE the cost of

plantingenoughtreesto offset my car's emissions 
for a year comes to a frankly dizzying.... £20. 
For the cost of a round of drinks or a cheap pair 
of jeans I can enjoy a years worth of taking my 
old car to shows, knowing that I've done a little 
bit to help the environment. I'm not going to 
pretend that it alone will save the penguins, 
but it's a start, and it's a far more enjoyable way 
of being eco-friendly than using paper straws 
that disintegrate the instant you try to drink 
anything through them. 
Added bonus - well get more rally stages too. 
What's not to like?
